INTRODUCTORY 


T WAS without the least intention of looking for any par- 
ticular structure that the writer approached the study of the 
Epistle to the Ephesians; it was, however, with an earnest de- 
sire to find, if possible, the actual divisions of the Epistle, rather than 
to form an arbitrary analysis. Keeping this prayerfully in view, one 
discovery after another led to the conviction that each of the six chap- 
ters of the Epistle contains two paragraphs, which, in their turn, are 
built on a sevenfold structure, the thoughts in the first half of any one 
paragraph being reproduced in the second half in a different manner 
and in the reverse order. These related thoughts, which frequently 
reveal a connection such as cause and effect or a contrast, were seen to 
be linked together by the central outstanding verse of the paragraph— 
the “Key-verse”, or “Keystone”, which the others support and with 
which they stand or fall. 


Thus the conviction grew that these paragraphs are not merely 
written but are built according to a design perfect in its structure, 
like that of a bridge, every stone in the arch of which has its counter- 
part, with the keystone in the centre. It is therefore not a case of 
choosing some “Key-verse” as summing up the paragraph, but of find- 
ing the keystone, the heart of the subject there dealt with.

One has long been familiar with the fact that Revelation a 
whole is centered in a Person; that Christ is the Keystone of Scripture: 
but it was of thrilling interest to discover this same truth demonstrated 
on a smaller scale in the Epistle to the Ephesians by the very structure 
of the paragraphs themselves. When we approach these Paragraphs We 
are overwhelmed by the wealth of spiritual truth they contain. The 
nind is bafiled in its attempt to follow the unfolding lines of thought—

P, 0 involved, passages and make them live for others. 
it is we hail with thankfulness the light which shines from the 
actual structure of the paragraphs themselves, For once we find Christ 
eccupying the central position in each section, as the “Keystone” of 
the arch, all else is brought into adjustment by its harmonious rela- 
tionship with Himself.

The Christo-centric character of this epistle and of Scripture as 
a whole has its counterpart in Nature, and is fully in harmony with 
the Law of Centralization governing such widely contrasted realms as 
those of chemistry and astronomy. 


This principle, though not always evident upon the surface, is one 
of the deepest laws of creation, extending from the realm of the “in- 
finitely” small—the molecule, the atom, the electron—to the realm of 
the “infinitely” great, the movement of heavenly bodies round their 
centres of gravity, It was therefore with no little amazement that the 
writer found the structure underlying the Periodic Law of Chemistry 
—an outstanding instance of the Principle in question—to be identical 
with the structure already traced in Ephesians. This remarkable fact 
challenges consideration, for does it not indicate that the Law of Cen- 
tralization, so dominant in Nature, pervades also the realm of the 


spicitual, in Scripture, affording fresh evidence of the harmony exist- 
ing between the Works and the Word of God?

We must remember, however, that both in Nature and Scripture 
a great variety of structure is to be found. But the fact that the 
structure of the Periodic Law and of the Epistle to the Eph

extending to every snow-flake and many other crystals as well as to 
many flowers. Space permits us to include only a few of the illustra- 
tions of this structure, which we have found in the Pentateuch, the 
Psalms, the Prophets, the Gospels, the Epistles, and the Apocalypse. 
For though not apparent throughout the whole Bible, it is by no means 
confined to Ephesians alone. 


Much depends, however, on the spirit in which we approach such 
a study. Surely it should not be in an attitude of mental interest 
merely, but one of heart devotion, seeking to look beyond the design 
to the Designer, beyond the creation to the Creator. We need to 
approach such a meditation with the supreme purpose of gaining a 
fuller conception of His infinite mind and boundless heart of love.
